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Arson suspected 
as house burns 


Arson is suspected by police and 
fire officials to be the cause of a Sun- 
day night fire that destroyed a home 
on Ballardvale Street. 

At 10:29 p.m. the Wilmington Police 
and Fire Departments responded to a 
call-to quell the blaze that had engulf- 
ed the home of Steven Asgeirsson. 
There was no one at home when the 
fire broke out. 

According to Inspector Dan Ballou 
of the Wilmington Police Department, 
the fire originated on the exterior 
front portion of the building. 

First to arrive on the scene were 
Police Officers Michael Celata and 
Michael McKenna, who determined 
after a search that the building was 
unoccupied. Within minutes of their 
arrival, Wilmington firefighters had 


knocked down the flames. The 
property was, however, completely 
gutted, Ballou said. 

Based on information received from 
the property's owner, Deputy Fire 
Chief Daniel Wandell and Detective 
Ballou have a suspect in mind. Accor- 
ding to Ballou, the individual in ques- 
tion had threatened to kill Asgeirsson 
and two female companions earlier 
Sunday evening. » 

After the incident, the three left the 
Ballardvale Street home for a 
Stoneham nightclub. While they were 
there Asgeirsson received a'call from 
a neighbor informing him of the fire 

Also destroyed in the fire was a 
woodshed adjacent to the house. 

The state Fire Marshall's office is 
also investigating the blaze. 


Burns given a 
‘laundry list’ 


‘The Wilmington Planning Board has 
given a “‘laundry list" to Lawrence J 
Burns, the man who hopes to develop 
the old gravel pit, off Ainsworth Road 

Burns had withdrawn his original 
“definitive” plan for the area, and on 
November 8 the planning board acted 
on it as a “‘preliminary”’ plan. 

There are six main points in the 
laundry list. The last point is divided 
into nearly two dozen thoughts, some 
of which may be taken as corrections, 
and other as admonitory warnings. 

The frontage, on the first lot, facing 
Andover Street, is to be pulled back so 
that Andover Street will be a*full 60 
feet wide. 

The road, going in near Route 125, is 
to be shifted further south, so as to be 
near the southern boundary, i.e. the 
Jackson Brothers property. This shift 
is to keep the proposed roadway from 
separating the proposed motel from 
the proposed restaurant. 

A permanent cul-de-sac is called 
for, on the present Ainsworth Road. 
Ainsworth Road's, of course, the old 
right-of-way for the Salem & Lowell 
Railroad. A surprising point, brought 
out during the conversations of 
November 8 is that the right-of-way is 
82.5 feet wide -in other words it was 
laid out to be five rods wide. 

Ordinarily, in laying out the 
railroads of early Massachusetts, the 
width was four rods (66 feet). The 
width of the old Salem & Lowell was

enough to make it, had the opportuni- 
ty occured, a route for five railroad 
tracks. 

One point brought™out is that 
Ainsworth Road shall be maintained, 
as a gravel road, 30 feet wide, to An- 
dover Street, and that there shall be 
an access at Andover Street for fire 
and police vehicles, with a suitable 
barrier to prevent other traffic. 

Furthermore, the entiré 82.5 feet 
must be “‘laid out"’ so that there will 
not be private ownership on either 
side of the 30 feet that exists. This is 
to prevent future disputes, as to 
passage of vehicles from thepresent 
Ainsworth Road to lots of land on 
either side. 

The planning board also asks that 
the developer construct a sanitary 
sewer, as he had proposed, along 
Ballardvale Street to the Charles 
River Breeding Laboratories, on 
Ballardvale Street. 

He is also to develop a water system 
satisfactory to the Wilmington Water 
& Sewer Commissioners, and to 
reconstruct, where necessary, 
culverts etc, for the water now drain- 
ing from the land. 

Surprisingly, the planning board is 
also requiring that Burns install traf- 
fic lights, for the intersection of An- 
dover Street and Route 125. This of 
course, is primarily a function of the 
State DPW.

Community schools 
meeting this week 


All persons in Wilmington over the 
age of 14 are invited to attend an 
organizational meeting of Wilmington 
Community Schools, Incl, at the 
Public Library on Thursday, Nov. 16 
at 7:30 p.m. 

A film explaining the concept of 
Community Schools will be shown 
first, and the meeting will follow. 

‘The purpose of the meeting is to find 
out if there is sufficient interest in 
Wilmington to have a Community 
Schools Program and to form a coun- 
cil to plan and implement such a 
program. 

Community Schools are a nation- 
wide effort to provide cultural, 
educational, social and recreational 
activities to people of all ages in ex- 
isting school buildings during hours 
when such buildings are normally 
empty. 

In the fall of 1976, a committee of 
citizens representing many existing 
Wilmington organizations was ap- 
pointed by the board of selectmen to 
look into the possibility of opening up 
Wilmington’s schools for use by the 
townspeople during after-school 
hours. The Committee visited Com- 
munity School programs in Medford, 
Acton, Andover and Boston and took 
an inventory of the organizations and 
services already existing in 
Wilmington, in order to find out what 
was missing. 

A survey was then sent out to every 
household asking. opinions on what 
services they used, what groups they 
belonged to, and what they would like 
to see offered. Over 900 responses 
were received. The results showed 
that thete was a definite interest and 
need for more activities for 
teenagers, as well as need for more 
creative activities and cultural oppor- 
tunities for all ages. Many people also 
expressed their dismay that

ing more activities, the committee ' 


decided to present an article at the an- 
nual town meeting last march asking 
for $20,000 to get such a, program 


started. Unfortunately the article 
was defeated, perhaps because 
everyone was concerned about the ris- 
ing tax rate. There were also some 
who felt that a ready-made program 
should have been presented for ap- 
Pproval or rejection; they did not un- 
derstand that one of the purposes of 
community schools idea was to have 
the citizens of the community work 
together to determine such a 


Program. 

Although disappointed by the vote of 
the town meeting, many people ex- 
pressed support afterward and the 
committee decided to continue its ef- 
forts with the hope that eventually a 
program could be started that would 
be completely self-supporting 
Bylaws were drawn up during this 
past summer the committee officially 
became a non-profit orgainzation 
known as Wilmington Community 
Schools, Inc. 

‘They are now ready to form a Com- 
munity Schools Council, which can 
consist .of as many as 27 elected 
citizens who are interested in plan- 
ning cultural, educational, social and 
recreational activities and programs 
geared to the needs of Wilmington. 
Two of these members may be 
between the ages of 14 and 18. Ad- 
ditional members may be appointed 
by the council to represent existing 
Wilmington boards, committees and 
officials.

Veterans paraded 
without. band 


“Some Star Spangled Banner is 
better than none,” according to Rudy 
Carrasco, chairman of the Veteran's 
Day Parade Committee. 

Carrasco, who confronted members 
of the School Committee last week 
with a complaint about the un- 
availability of the high school band for 
this year’s annual Memorial parade. 
said he was forced to accept a com- 
promise. 

Because of a previous committment 
to play at last Saturday's football 
game, the high school band declined 
the veterans’ invitation to march in 
the parade. When the veterans’ 
organizations marched down Church 
Street Saturday morning they did to 
the fife and drum rhythms of Yankee 
Doodle provided by theWilmington 
Comapny of Minutemen. 

The band, practicing on the football 
field when the parade arrived at its 
destination on the common, did its 
part for the patriotic ceremonies by 
marching across the street, playing 
two selections and marching back 
again. 

Al the School Committee meeting, 
Carrasco seemed more than a little 
ired by the compromise he said he 
“had to swallow.” It was, he said, the 
second time the veterans had to 
march without the band. 

Two years ago, Carrasco said, the 
band had also declined to play in the 
parade, that time citing that they had 
been given too short a notice and 
would need more time to practice. 


This year, Carrasco continued, the 
band had offered to march in the 
parade if it were changed to Friday, 
November 10. However, veterans feel 
very strongly that the ceremonies 
should be conducted on the eleventh 
hour of the eleventh day of the 
eleventh month, he said. 

“After all, Veterans’ Day is 
Veterans’ Day,” said Carrasco. 

Carrasco charged that the band’s 
musical director, Linda Jackson, 
“looks for ways not to participate.” 
He questioned why, when the parade 
was held at 11 a.m. and the football 
game not until 1 p.m:, the band could 
not keep both committments. 

According to Superintendent of 
Schools Walter Pierce, however, the 
high school band has, in the past, 
usually participated in both the 
Veterans’ Day and Memorial Day 
parades. 

“I think that the youngsters in the 
band are being treated a bit unfairly 
by Mr. Carrasco’s remarks,” he said. 
“The problem is that “she (Linda 
Jackson) can't have the band in two 
places at once. They can't be 
marching and rehearsing for their 
half-time show at the same time. 

“If there is proper notification and 
no conflict then you will always find 
our band in the Veterans’ Day 
parade," Pierce continued. ‘We give 
that to them as one of their dates, but 
quite frankly we also give them the 
football games.”” 


Man jailed for 
drugstore robbery 


A Malden man was incarcerated 
Monday in Walpole State Prison after 
being found guilty in Cambridge Court 
of a July 12 armed robbery of the 
North Wilmington Pharmacy. 

Steven Mercurio, 27, of Malden, was 
arrested during the hold-up by 
Wilmington police officers James 
Cuoco and Robert Shelley and charged 
with armed robbery and theft of a con- 
trolled substance. 

He received a sentence of three to 
five years in state prison on the armed 
robbery charge and a two year 
sentence in the Billerica House of 
Correction, suspended for three 
years, for the theft of narcotics from 
the drugstore. 


A second man, William Barrett, is 
charged with being an accomplice. He 
allegedly managed to escape the 
scene of the crime, but was picked up 
later by Wilmington Police. His case 
was continued until November 27 
because his attorney was not present. 

According to the Wilmington police, 
they were alerted to the robbery in 
progress by passers-by who detected 
suspicious activity in the store. 

Police say the man held the phar- 
macist and two clerks at knifepoint, 
forcing them to supply them with 
drugs. When Officers Cuoco and 
Shelley arrived at the scene, .they 
attempted to flee. A scuffle ensued 
and one was captured on the spot with 
his loot

little asbestos threat 


A report on the levels of asbestos in 
public school buildings has been 
issued by the Special Legislative Com- 
mission on Asbestos and forwarded

In Wilmington, the Commission 
reports, no significant hazard due to 
asbestos exposure has been dis- 
covered. Of ‘the town’s nine school 
buildings, six have been determined to 
have no sprayed-on coatings con- 
taining asbestos, the particular 
hazard on which the Commission has 
concentrated its investigations. In 
two of the school buildings, the Glen 
Road and the Wildwood, in- 


vestigations have not yet been com- 
pleted.

There's a new idea in education per- 
colating in Wilmington's public 
schools. 

It’s Project Enterprise. an 
academic enrichment program for 
gifted and talented elementary school 
children, piloted by the Merrimack 
Education Center (MEC) 

Participating in it are 96 
youngsters, in grades four, five and 
‘six, whose.kQ. and achievement test 
scores place them in a category 
known as gifted 

Too often the needs of the extra- 
talented child are overlooked, accor- 
ding to Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools Derek Little. Under the 
special education law, Chapter 766, 
handicapped children with special 
needs have had whole new worlds 
opened up to them in the educational 
process. Children at the other end of 
the spectrum, however, have been 
neglected by the system, Little said. 

“Our school programs don't deal 
too effectively with this set of 
youngsters,” said Little, "I think they 
have special needs too. They have a 
need to be challenged 

Project Enterprise is a response to 
that need. 

Selected last spring after con- 
siderable shopping around by a 
specially-formed Committee for 
Gifted and Talented Childrén, Project 
Enterprise attempts to provide lear- 
ning options for gifted students using 
existing resources within the school 
systems.

Project Enterprise: A challenge for talented kids 


It does this through a “learning con- 
tract,” a three-way, written agree- 
ment between the gifted student, his 
parents and his Project Enterprise 
teacher 

The contracts, based on a child's 
stated interests and the areas in 
which he wishes to work, extend from 
a minimum of three weeks to projects 
stretching six weeks or more. They 
include such diverse areas as 
astronomy, photography, journalism, 
poetry sports, computers, and library 
research 

Some are overseen by a mentor, a 
professional indvidual within the com- 
munity who has indicated a 
willingness to work with students and 
share his knowledge of the field. 
Others, such as one student's plans to 
develop a sports hall of fame, involve 
a great deal of independent research 
at the local library and perhaps the 
Boston Public Library as well 


By December, according to Little 
all 96 youngsters will be involved in a 
learning contract 

As of last week several already had 
begun. According to Jean Moore, one 
of seven teachers currently working 
in the program, a small group of 
youngsters is already working in the 
program, a small group of youngsters 
is already working with Audio Visual 
Director James Hansen to put 
together a media presentation 
Among the skills they are learning are 
the methods used to convert magazine 
illustrations into slides, and to

operate movie camers and slide pro- 
jectors 

Another group is working with 
Children's Librarian Sarah Reuter, 
learning the ins and outs of book 
reviews. In the course of theif studies 
they will have opportunities to meet 
and talk with authors and illustrators 
and will visit a publishing house and a 
newspaper plant. After a time, they 
will be writing their own reviews, 
some of which may be published in the 
Town Crier. 

Two students who have expressed 
an interest in and showed an aptitude 
for math are currently working in the 
high school’s computer programming 
course 

Still another learning contract in- 
volved a newspaper page of school- 
children's contributions which will 
soon become a part of the Town Crier. 

A student editor working on the page 
is a participant in Project Enterprise. 
* Acting as a “‘catalyst™ for this par- 
ticular contract, Little said, is 
elementary teacher Dale Porter 
Teachers from all the elementary 
schools in town will submit to him the 
work of any student interested in par- 
ticipating. These will then be edited 
by a small group of Project Enter- 
prise youngsters and a representative 
selection will be published weekly. 


The seven teachers involved in 
Project Enterprise (one from each 
elementary school, except from the 
Woburn Street School which has two) 
receive a stipend of $1,000 each from 


the town of Wilmington. This was 
matched by $7000 in federal funds 
from MEC, used for training the 
teachers. 

Among their duties are respon- 
sibilities for developing and oversee- 
ing the learning contracts for each of 
the 15 children they are assigned, as 
well as acting as communicators to 
parents and mentors. As the project 
winds down this year, teachers will 
report on their involvement and ex- 
periences as a road map for develop- 
ing next year's program, Little said 

According to Little, one reason 
Wilmington chose the MEC program 
was that the tawn could, conceivably, 
in the future, operate the program on 
a continued $7,000 annual investment. 

“Our only problem," he said, “will 
be expanding the program and 
providing for older Rtds. We have to 
get the feel for the amount of work in- 
volved 

Currently the project is limited to 
students in grades three through six. 
This, according to Little; was the 
most critical age group since students 
in secondary schools have some op- 
tions open to them in various honors 
courses 

Another difficult aspect of the 
program is identifying gifted 
children. Gifted youngsters are not 
necessarily the ones with high marks. 

Something happens to youngsters 
in grades three to six," Little said, 
They get turned off to school.” 

For the gifted ehild, the reason may 
be boredom, he explained. Because

he is unable to understand the system 
and use it, Little said, ‘‘the intelligent 
youngster often breezes through and 
uses the rest of his time for anti-social 
behavior." Thus often the wise-guy, 
witty, class clown is actually an extra 
bright child whose needs aren't being 
met. 

“Schools stress a great deal of con- 
formity. We don't encourage kids to 
speak out," Little said, ‘‘but 
sometimes the one who is trying to 
challenge the teacher is the brightest 
kid.” 

Besides Wilmington, four other 
area towns are participating in Pro- 
ject Enterprise. Billerica, Bedford, 
Westford, Wilmington and Tewksbury 
are sharing experiences and informa- 
tion. By the end of the year, a bank of 
approximately 600 contracts is ex- 
pected to be available. 

As a result of the information- 
swapping, Porter's wife Kathy, 
recalled the case of a Billerica 
youngster who, she said, was stifled 
by the conventional system. 

‘The youngster was so bright, she 
said his parents told her, that he 
finished his work long before his 
classmates. To keep him occupied his 
teacher gave him more work. It 
didn't take long for the youngster to 
realize he was, in a sense, being 
punished for being bright and he soon 
learned to slack off 

Specific criteria for identifying 
gifted and talented youngsters include 
the results of achievement and 1.Q. 
tests given in grade three. Those 


students whose 1.Q. scores exceed 130 
and whose achievement test scores 
put them in the ninetieth’ precentile 
nationally are recommended for the 
program. Students may also be 
nominated for inclusion in the 
program by their teacher or parents, 
however all those thus nominated 
must also qualify with respect to 1.Q. 
scores. 


Parents have the right to request 
that their children not participate in 
the program. However, of all those 
contacted last spring, only one student 
was excluded for this reason, Little 
said. 

Statewide and nationally, little has 
yet been done for gifted children. The 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
does have an Office for Gifted and 
Talented Children, but it is not fund- 
ed, Little said. The federal govern- 
ment will soon raise its funding for 
the national Office for Gifted and 
Talented Children, from $1.8 million 
to $2.5 million. However, Little said, 
this works out to less than 50 cents per 
child per year, Therefore, it 
programs are to exist, it is up to the 
towns to provide them, at least at the 
present time. 

According to Little, however, a 
policy for gifted and talented children 
“is a concept whose time has 
arrived.” “Because of the backlash 
of the special needs law, Chapter 
768," he said, "People are beginning 
to see what you can do if you 
organize."

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Cats prep for Thanksgiving on high note 


Wildcats crush hapless Central Catholic 


Junior quarterback John Robarge 
fired three touchdown passes to lead 
the Wildcats to 450 yards total offense 
and 15 first downs enroute to a 43-6 
romp over surprisingly hapless 
Lawrence Central Catholic at the 
WHS gridiron Saturday. 

Robarge finished the day com- 
pleting nine of 22 passes for 215 yards 
to go over the 1,000 yard mark through 
the air for the Cats who will go'into 
the Thanksgiving morning tussle with 
Tewksbury with momentum on their 
side. While the Redmen have stumbl- 
ed through a nightmarish 2-7 season 
the Wildcats have built a solid founda- 
tion for next season with a 5-3 record - 
good enough for fourth place in a 
strong conference. 

Junior running back Chris Briggs 
was another sparkplug in the most 
productive day of the season for the 
Cats, ‘running for one touchdown and 
kicking five extra points. Briggs ran 
for 65 yards in 10 carries and had a 70 
yard TD bolt called back. 

Senior fullback Tim Moran banged 
over for a one yard touchdown and 
caught a Robarge pass for another 
score. Moran was an important cog in 
a Wilmington ground attack that 
ripped the middle of coach Gus Giar- 
di’s team for 233 yards. 

The Wildcats burnt the 2-8 Red 
Raiders easily with Briggs scoring on 
a 19 yard sweep with less than two 
minutes left to play in the first period. 

The Briggs TD capped an 18 play, 80 
march that was highlighted by the in- 
side thrusts of Moran. 

A 63 yard drive in the second 
quarter put Central away early in the 
game as Moran finished the series off 
with his one yard plunge for the 
touchdown. Sophomore back Matt 
Phillips fueled the drive with an 11 
yard ramble on a third down situation 

Briggs booted his second conversion 
and coach John Ritchie's club had a 
14-0 bulge 

The home club broke the struggling 
Raiders’ backs with 11 seconds left in 
the first half when Robarge zipped a 
34 yard completion to ace receiver 
Dave Woods and found Moran open for 
a 26 yard TD toss and a 21-0 lead after 
Briggs’ toed-his third conversion.

AB teams won the Division II State 
Championship during Cullen's stay 
before he moved on with Parker to 
help build the fledgling Methuen High 
hockey program. Cullen eoached 
freshman hockey at both Acton Box- 
borough and Methuen. 


Previously the new WHSmentorhad 
served as an assistant. varsity and 
freshman coach with the Malden 
Catholic High powerhouse from 1968 
until 1973. Cullen, a graduate of 
Malden Catholic who has his masters 
degree in secondary school counseling 
from Boston State College, has made 
hockey his business in the off season 
as well as having coached the 
Nashoba Valley Olympic Hockey 

_ School, the New England Hockey 


School, (where he was director in the 
summer of 1973) and the West Subur- 
ban Hockey School in 1974. 

‘The first captain in the history of 
the Malden Youth Hockey Association 
has a basic coaching philosophy. “I 
believe that athletics are an extension 
of the classroom. The primary impor- 
tance of athletics is to help youngsters 
realize that they are very important 
people who have tremendous poten- 
tial. I also believe that it is the 
responsibility of the coach to bring out 
the ultimate potential in each athlete - 
‘not just physically, but mentally as 
well.” 

Cullen thinks the MVC hockey con-
